THE MOORS AND FORESTS. 


ENGLAND. 

Pheasants in Derbyshire have not fared so well. They had not 

gun to set at the time of the April froste, and cle cay in many 
nests more than half the eggs were frosted. Hares on the low lands 
have done well, and a fair average may, therefore, be expected on the 
moor, In the wet, rusby enclosures there has been about the ueual 
number of snipes’ nests. From Norfolk we learn tbat the game pros- 
pects are encoaraging, though not so great as they once promised to be, 
the early rains having destroyed many of the young bicds, and 
although very many good coveys are to be met with it is no un- 
Common occurrence to find them consisting of only two or three young 
birds. Mares appear to be more abundant than last year, but phoasants 
less so, notwithstanding so mavy are hatched under hens. From Kent 
We learn that the coveys generally are of good-size, and very plentiful, 
and the young birds strong, forward, and healthy. ‘lhere are of 
Course ‘‘ spotty” places with barren birds, as there always are, la 
Some parts of that county great numbers of young birds were des- 
troyed by the heavy thunder showers, many of them having been 
found actually sticking in themud, from which they could rot with- 
draw their feet, Tho vides of pheasants are reported to be up to the 
average, many of them consisting of from’seven to ten, and very strong 
and healthy. In parts of Surrey, however, loud complaints are made 
of akind of distemper among the partridges, several young ones beirg 
ound dead and completely wasiedaway. An old keeper assured us 
he had “ never seen the like ” before. : 

From Somersetshire we learn that birds are “very plentiful,” the 
Coveys being Jarge and the young ones strong on the wing, so that 
they do not appear to have suffered at all from the raing, as in many 
othe parts of the country. Pheasants are reared in vast numbers, 
ike barn-door fcw!s,iin the preserves, and this year are uumerous,

SCOTLAND. 

GALASHIELS —Since the season opened the weather has been any- 
thing but favourable for good sport, the temperature being low with too 
much rain, and the ground moist. Some of the best moors have not 
as yet been shot over—Mr. Mitchel’s of Stow, whose OCaddon Water 
Hills are among the best grouse shootings in the district, being yet 
unbroken. Alexander Privgle of Whytbank bagged fifteen brace on 
Tuesday; but generally very indifferent sport has been had. : 


DuUMBARTONSHIRE.—The young Marquis of Lorne and his brother 
Lord Archibald, were out on Roseneath Moor on Thursday and Friday, 
for four hours each day, and killed 62}: brace of grouse, 18 hares, and 
one snipe. The Marquis left Roseneath Castle on Saturday for 
Erskine House, the residence of Lord Blantyre, on the Clyde. Dr. 
Gosling and party have had fair sport on Barreman Moor; and John 
Marjoribanks, Esq., Porlkell, has made some heavy bags. Fhe birds 
on these moors are reported to be unusually large, but exceedingly 
wild. There is an abundant stock of birds on the Roseneath grounds. 

PERTHSHIRE.—It is now a week since the shooting season opened, 
and, on the whole, excellent sport has been got. Grouse are not 60 
wild as they were on the opening day, and are rapidly improving in 
condition. It seems that, notwithstanding the grouse are plentiful, 
the mortality among the birds from disease on some of the shooting 
grounds was more extensive than the gamekeepers had generally ima- 
gined, On some moors since the shooting opened no fewer than 500 
dead birds have been found, and yet the sport has been good, On the 
15th Messrs. Graham and Russell ae on the Cultoquhey Moors 
27% brace of grouse. Oaptain W. Colquhoun shot in the course of a few 
hours, on the Clathic Moors, 15} brace of grouse and 4 hares. At 
Glenturret, Mr. Draper and party bagged, on the 16th and 17th, about 
200 brace of grouse, besides other game. On the 16th, Messrs. 
Thompson made large bigs on the Auchnafree Moors, and on the 
17th killed 106 brace of grouse, 53 head of mountain hares, and a 
number of plovers. Messrs. Knowles, Pearson, and party bagged on 
the Amultree Mocrs, on the 17th, 87 brace of grouse, and 5 hares. Sir 
Hugh Hume Campbell, Bart., shot on the Hill of Monzie 50 brace of 
grouse, making a total of 403 head of grouse to his own gua in four 
days. 

ARGYLESHIRE.—His Grace the Duke of Argyll and party were out 
on the Inverary grounds for ashort time on the 13th inst., and killed 
37 brace of grouse. The Duke left Inverary Oastle on Wednesda, 
for his shooting quarters in Mull, where, we are informed, he had fair 
spoit on Thursday and Friday, although the weather was not at all 
favourable for shooting purposes. 

We learn from the north that many good bags have been made 
notwithstanding the wetness of the seagon. An old subscriber writes 
thaighe has shot no fewer than 53 years onthe moors, and with the 
exception of 1816, he never remembers so wet a season.

Without attempting to fathom the mysterious pleasure of 
canoeing, we admit that the members of the club have a perfect right 
to enjoy themselves ip their own way, as long as they do not wantonly 
disturb their families and friends by running into danger. For Mr. 
M‘Gregor himself, a stalwart, oanny Scot, a perfect master of the 

addle, and in excellent training, one need have no fear. And under 
ordinary circumstances, perhaps even Jess expert canopsists run little 
risk. Two members of the club, we hear,a weekor two since safely 
accomplished a voyage up the dry bed of & Berksbire stream with 
their canoes on their ‘ acks, greatly to the astonishment of the natives, 
who may, of may not, have been reminded of the ancient Britons, 
with their coracles. But all canoeists are not so sensible and cautious, 
and if it be true, 28 we are told, that expeditions have been planned tc 
cross the Channel to Boulogue, and to venture elsewhere on rough, 
open water, we trust that the friends of the young gentlemen who con- 
template these mad freaks will put some constra nt on them.—Pall

Upon the occasion of Mr. Giovannelli’s benefit, at this most suburban 
of all thesuburban houses, on Monday, a new classical burlesque was 
produced. It is called ‘' Cassiope; or, Hunkey Dorum the Monster,” 
and is simply another burle:qued version of the story of Perseus and 
Avdromeda. The most notable difference between this and other 
versions of the same story isin the treatment of the Monster. In the 
picce under notice the Monster, Hunkey Dorum, is originally a 
travelling Cockney swell who is pitched upon by Jove asa tool for 
entrapping Andromeda. Mercury lures him away, 4 la Henrich 
Hudson’s dwarf, in ‘Rip Van Winkle,” and turns him into a Monster, 
The piece is very well planned, the interest well sustained, and the 
characters varied and well marked. The writing is the least satis- 
factory portion of the authors’ (they are two, ©. H. Hazle- 
wood and EH. Obsmiberotie? work. There are plenty of puns, 
but few that are new, and slang is much more conspicuousthan is 
pleasant, Two or three witty allusions to passing events however . 
must be conceded, and more than one of these is sufficiently neat to 
set us wondering why the authors didnot supply more of the same 
sortof thing in lieu of some of the old jokes, and that which is worse— 
the slang. The acting 18 good, the singing and dancing better, and the 
scenery (by Mr. Fenelhout) dresses (by Mr. May), and general mount- 
ing, including the mechanical effects, which are numerous and very 
ingenious, best of all. Mr. Giovannelli himself, besides having in 
conjunction with. Mr. Mordaunt superintended the production of the 
piece, has a great deal to do in it: (as Huvkey Dorum, the Monster), 
and does most of that8great deal very well. His dancing, however, 
ia better than hig ac'ing—or rather his delivery of the text allotted 
to him. He acts his part ‘grotesquely and: funnily enough, but 
does not give his lines with the requisite point. His dancin and 
leaping, however, including a very successfu imitation of the French 
groesques now at the Princess’s, are amongst the most prominectly 
Clever things in the piecé. Miss Heathcote is a very handsome avd 
otherwise bewitching Andromeda; Miss Hamilton, a very smart 
Perseus; Mr. J. G. Taylor—with a good deal to do, including goin 
mad with plenty of straw—n clever burlesque Queen Oassiops, an 
Miss Louisa Collier, a very admirable and piquant Mercury. The 
subordinate characters in the hands of Misses Raynor, Warner, and 
Bennett; aud Messrs. Howird, Hazlewood, and Mordaunt, were also 
very creditably played: The encores were, we think, more numerous 
than we ever recollect in a single piece. Mr. Tsaacson’s music, too, 
was capital. Altogether the piece must be pronounced a decided and 
deserved success, and Mr. Giovannelli must be comp'imented upon the 
taste so conspicuous in every depsrtment. 


LONDON MUSIC HALLS. 


SrRAnp.—The “enticely new management” at this hall is very 
apparent, and that in more ways than one. The hall, spite of its 
failure upon failure, is yet possibly destined to be a success. It has 
many inherent advantages, the foremost: being situation, and all that 
woukd seem to be wanting is a management at once competent and 
persistent. Radical changes in management alike as in tho character of 
the performances ehou'd not be so frequent. A path should be 
struck out and adhored to conscientiously and persistently. This 
course, if only the path chosen is in itselfa tolerably good one, must 
Jead to succees, whereas ths pursuit of a course equally excellent, or 
even stperior, by fit: and starte, will have no such satisfactory result, 
The programme now is more ample and good than it has been for some 
timo past; and it is to this fact, even more than to the reduction of 
prices which marked the assumption of power by the new management, 
that wo attribute the great increase in the attendance, The hall 
is now fairly crowded each evening, sometimes indesd over- 
crowded. Comedy prevails more particularly, and has, for prificipal 
exponents, Messra. Vance, Fred French, and Nash. Vance bas new 
songs, and dashes through them and certain of the old favourites with 
his wonted spirit and success. Fred French has an unusually ex- 
cellent budget, and really shows enbanced power both as a singer and 
an actor.

Mr. Hastings has secured an extension of his tenure of this house, 
and has several times changed his programme, The new ballet, 
“The Wood Nymph,” is a very well contrived medium for the dis- 
play of the proficiency as dancers of the four sisters Morgan. Two of 
these, Misses Clara and Barbara, are known to fame at this and other 
London houses. Misses Laura and Netty, however, are, we think, 
new to the London boards. They are all very graceful dancers, and 
bring besides to the elucidation of their dumb show story an expres- 
siveness rarely associated with the “ poetry of motion ” as set forth in 
pallet. Miss Olara isthe Nymph, and does the statuesque; the posing, 
and theimposing. Miss Barbara is the dapper artist intent upon hia 
art and heedless of all womankiad—until the Nymph plumps down 
upon him. Miss Barbara’s dancing and acting 1s very piquant and 
pretty. Misses Laura and Netty are the two little village belles, who 
quarrel for and make love to the artist; alas! all in vain, for they 
have not the ghost of a chance against the Nymph. Altogether the 
ballet is rte intelligible and pretty, and pleases the audience 
much. On the night of our visit the eccentric accompaniment of the 
orchestra almost succeeded upon more than one occasion in discon- 
certing the lady dancers: the reproachful glances of Miss Barbara, 
however, were the delinquente’ all-sufficient punishment. Duriog 
the week Master Percy aud Miss Amy Roselle have appeared 
in that absurd old piece, *The Spoiled Child.” It is the misfortune of 
Master Perey to be, as* the ladies express it, such a “doar little 
follow” to look at, that acting on his partis thrownaway.

SADLER’S WELLS. 


Considering that the hundredth anniversary of the opening cf 
Sadler's Wells Theatro shoald have fallen during the temporary lessee- 
ship of Mr. Cave, and the temporary reign of aclass of arama wholly 
strange to the varied fame of the theatre, a bettor mode of celebra- 
tion than the revivification of the farnous old paniomime of ‘t Mother 
Goose ” could scarcely perhaps have-been hit upon. “ Mother Goose 2 
takes rank asbeing the best partomime of the Grimaldi school—a 
school that, as every tyro in dramatic history knows, is adjudged to 
be of English pantomime the most ‘genuine. It is associated with the 
fame of this theatre as being the first pantomime in which 
Grimaldi burst upon the Loudon public as’ Clown, there and then 
establishing the stavdard by which-all future clowning was destined 
to be measured. ‘The piece was first produced at Covent Garden, in’ 
1806, and there it was that Grimaldi made his first appearance as 
clown. Its production, however, soon after at’ this theatre, and 
the thenceforth close adherence of Grimaldi during the remainder of 
his career to tho house, associates his fame more completely 
with Sadler's Wells than with any olher theatre, and hence the 
selection of ‘‘Grimaldi’s Pantomime,” ‘* Mother Goose,” as a 
medium for celebrating the hundredth anniversary of the 
opening of the theatre ou the 20th of August, 1766. At Oovent 
Garden “ Mother Goose” ran with but slight intermission a hundred 
and eleven nights, and its great success was admitted on all hands 
to have been mainly due to the humourous acting of Grimaldi. Under 
these circumstances it was natural enough that Grimaldi, on becoming 
part proprietor of this theatre soon after, should re-produce the famous 

antomime. Ho did so, playing clown: as at Covent Garden, and we 
elieve this prosent anniverssry re-production is a re-prodaction 
rather of the piece as played here than as originally played'at Oovent 
Garden, The piece is by T, Dibdin, one of the most successful’ pan- 
tomime writers of his day, and long associated with Grimaldi in the 
management of this theatre. There is an abundance of fun in it, both 
in the opening and harlequinade, but little to compare with 
the writing of the modern school of pantomime. In the pre- 
sentation a very great deal depends upon the abilities of the 
actors engaged (in the old time the actors invariably played 
in both opening and harlequinade), and especially of the 
clown, but, at thesame time, the “business” is of a far superior kind 
to that doled out to modern pantomimists, and, therefore, lends itself 
morekindly to the actors efforts, The piece as played on Monday night 
was demonstrative of this. Though, naturally enough, in many 
respects{obsolete and unsuited to the tas'es of any possible modern 
uudience, its main characteristic, its boisterous and unflagging fun, 
proved itself to be as i del as ever, Viewing the revival as a 
curiosity, We must say that we think the promise of a nearly exact 
reproduction has scarcely been fulfilled. As faras tradition serves us, 
it seems that while the substance of the piece and of its most promi- 
nent “hits” is preserved, the reproduction is inoxact in many of 
the details. Plate-glass windows in thescenory, and frequent allu- 
sions to the police in the dialogue, would obviously form no part of 
a piece played sixty years 4g0; and we think we may say the samé of 
the introduction of ‘‘guupowder” tea. Ag regards the word 
“ Pickels,” as descriptive of preserved vegetables, we are at a loss to 
determine whether it is a correct reproduction of the original spelling 
of “ tixty years since,” or a bran new innovation of the version of 
to-day. However,asa pantomime, the piece is excellent, and is 60 
redolent of real pantomime fun that it would be worth somebody’s 
while to ‘adapt ” it to the modern stage for the ensuing Christmas.

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Hists TO. FiyrisHrrs.—An experienced old fisherman writing from 
Elgin, in Scotland, says:—The white fly, too, is of considerable 
value in killing trout on particular days; on dark gloomy ones put on 
a white fly, and you may rapidly fill your basket. We remember 
once trying almost every pattern in our: book and failing to get a rise; 
and taking as a last resource, and perhaps on the principle of the 
celebrated physician who made a point of trying everything, a small 
white fly from the book, to our astonishment speedily got a very 
respectable dish of trout. As trout are exceedingly capricious, it is 
well to have a goodly store of the most common flies, but fancy pat- 
terns should be avoided. We see cockney sportsmen stocking them- 
selves witha series of flies which would put a rainbow out of coun- 
tenance; but these are of no use. No fish large enough to have any 
brains at all will rise at them, except, perhaps, from motives of 
curiosity. For the size of the fly, the Bitlet must be guided by the 
siz) of the trout he intends to fish for; but it is better to err on the 
side of smallness. It is true, however, thata very small fly will not

hold a large trout—that is under ordinary circumstances. It is. too 
feeble to get® good grip of the fish’s mouth. Then, again, on the 
other hand, it is hard to gay what is.too large a fly, for we have seen 
very small trout caught with very largo.ones.. Once fishing in the 
Spey for salmon we landed a trout of about two inches and a half in 
length, with a fly isree enough, -we believe, if it had been alive, to 
have flown away with the fish. There would seem to be no limit to 
the audacity of small trout, and the smaller they are so much the more 
impudent sare they. But we shonld advise the tyro to arm himself 
with a medium-sized fly for ordinary white and yellow trout, and afew 
larger ones for fishing with when there is a probability of big sea 
trout and grilse having come up the river,

which his azure back was shaded; but let a careless samlet stray be- 
neath him, and in atwinkling his nonchalant attitude was abandoned. 
With a turn so quick that the eye could scarce follow it, his tail took 
the place of his bead, and, falling rather than flying, he would seize his 
victim, toss him once into the air, catch him ashe fell, and swallow 
him in a second.

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Satmon Fisnenmes in Oumprrtanp,—The salmon fisheries of 
Cumberland have been more productive this year than thoy have been 
for a very long time. Very heavy draughts have been often taken in 
the poke-nets on the shores of the Solway Firth, the owners of the 
nets having frequently been obliged to take down carta for their spoil, 
Further proof of the beneficial working of the Salmon, Fisheries Act 
is manifested by the fact thatsqme very large fish have been captured.

fishing waters. Loch Ness has received considerable accessions of 
water, and the river has during the past week assumed a much more 
promising appearance than for many weeks past. With this acceptable 
change the fish have also madeastart; the net fishers for a day or two 
in the early part of the week landed a fair take of salmon and grilse, 
and a considerable supply, it is known, passed up stream. Towards 
the middle of the week, owing to some change, the cause of which is 
not always to be detected by the most observant fishermen, the run 
fell off in number, but the size which the river ig now at, with every 
indication of its continuing for some time, precludes the thought that 
fishin the Ness are to be scarce.

‘Tre Exner (Oo. Donegal, Ireland).—A few days ago, as Master 
Charles Brady was trolling for pike in these splendid waters he 
hooked a large fish, which, after a good.hard tugging, at length got 
off, taking with him the bait and hooks, and snapping the gimp in 
two. Two days afterwards, while another gentleman was fishing for 
pike about 800 yards higher up the river, he hooked a fine fish, which 
also, after good sport, got away; not, however, taking with him the 
bait and hooks, but, as it were, spitting them out. These hooks when 
leaving the fish got.entangled with another set in the fish, taking 
them completely out of him, the fish escaping, The latter tackle 
turned out to be the bait and hooks which young Brady lost in his 
‘fish two days previously. They were known and could easily be iden-

On Wednesday last, after almostinnumerable troubles and difficulties, these meD 
brought their differences to aSatisfactory c.nclusion. The fixture was for Tuerday, | 
but as will be seen anon the attempts to bring it off.on that day were abortive, 
The fight, though only for 4 small stake, excited considerable interest in the 
quarter from whence the men. hail, and Mr. W. Shaw, tho gent'cmen who 
(according to the articles) was invested with the power of naming the plac} of 
rendizvous, fearing that the rough body would: be too much ‘in the ascendant if 
the usual down-the-river mode was resorted to, vbhose a seldom-used and xpen- 
give venue, and. as far as keeping the canqille away went, succeeded admirably. 
Many who on Tuesday morning avowed their intention of heing present at, the 
“serap’? were disagrecably surprised on presenting themse-ves at the pizeon- 
hole to find ‘themselves minus a sufficiency of ‘the circulating medium for the 
journey. After a ride for about thirty miles'a stoppage was made, and the ropes 
‘and stakes were shouldered for a march-acrdss couviry. A rough walk of a couple 
of miles took place, and the ring was pitchnd, a subscription being entered iuto to 
defray the losses of the farmer, who rented the ground. ,;:'The referee took his 
position, and the men stripped, but just as they were about to shake hands: a 
member of the rural constabulary was seen approaching, and in a few minutes 
the ring was in possession of that géntleman; who was only 'the advanced guard, 
as four more policemen were 8000 on the ‘scene.’ “A move was of course impera- 
tive, and the gentleman who officiated as-referee orderéd the men to méet at a 
village about seven mites distant...No.conveyauce.was.to be obtained, and 
motbing was left.but to “pad the hoof” over a uiost horrible road the whole 
distance.
